disaster is toilet water, tincture of 
benzoin, spirits of camphor, or some 
similar article with the alcohol base, 
that at once dissolves the varnish It 
touches and makes a nasty mark ou 
the linen above.

chosen, it is wisdom not to use -It 
while perfectly;new, as It has rather 
a pungent odor until after it has been 
exposed to tho air for some time aft- 
er leaving the store. This, too, would 
require a cover of muslin or white pa- 
per on its waterproof side, but, like 
the other two materials mentioned, It 
affords perfect security and is well 
worthy the attention of any one to 
whom the welfare of fine linen covers 
Is a matter of interest.
